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High School students demand change from ESUHD 


ACORN opposes

The frenzy of buying back- 
to-school items such as pencils, 
notebooks, calculators and new 
clothes will soon be at the forefront 
causing significantly life-changing 
matters to fall by the wayside. In 
preparation for the coming school 
year there are some things students 
need to consider. 

For instance do they want to 
go to college” Are they taking the 
classes necessary to be eligible for 
enrollment in a 4-year university? 
Have they talked to a counselor 
at their school in order to reach 
this goal? 

These questions and more 
were distributed in a survey by 
high school aged members of 
Californians for Justice (CFJ), a 
statewide grassroots organization, 
to their peers and local community 
members which found: of the 700 
plus students surveyed over 80% 
said they wanted to go to college, 
1 out of 2 students had not met with 
a counselor to discuss college prep 
requirements and 1 out of 3 stu- 
dents said that parents do not help 
them with college preparation. 

Yvonne Tran, organizer for 
CFJ says, “What's going on is there 
has not been enough information 
given to students. For instance in 
this district there is 1 counselor 
for every 470 students, a lot of 
students are not getting one-on- 


ones with the counselors... so 
when they graduate they realize 
they didn't take the right classes 
to even apply to college.” 


Bush promete ayuda federal 
por tragedia en Minneapolis 


Washington (EFE) — El Presi- 
dente de Estados Unidos, George W. 
Bush, dijo que el gobierno federal 
responderá de “forma enérgica” para 
ayudar a las víctimas y reconstruir el 
puente que se derrumbó este miércoles 
en Minneapolis. 

“Nosotros en el gobierno federal 
debemos responder y responder de 
forma enérgica para ayudar a la gente 
allí”, dijo Bush en una declaración en 
la Rosaleda de la Casa Blanca, tras una 
reunión con su gabinete. 

En tanto las tareas de búsqueda 
de las personas desaparecidas tras el 
derrumbe este miércoles de un puente 
en Minneapolis fueron intensificadas 
el jueves con la salida del sol, mientras 
las autoridades preparaban una reunión 
para indagar sobre la posible causa del 
accidente. 

Hubo discrepancias sobre el 
número de víctimas mortales causadas 
por el siniestro. 

El Alcalde de Minneapolis, R.T. 


Ryback, que indicó que el número 
de muertos ascendía a nueve en una 
entrevista con “CNN”, mientras que 
medios locales rebajaban el número 
a cuatro. El trabajo en el agua fue 
suspendido por considerarse peligrosa 
la inmersión en la oscuridad en el Río 
Mississipi, entre los restos del puente y 
los vehículos que cayeron al agua. 

Rybak informó de que los buzos 
comenzaron a sumergirse de nuevo con 
el amanecer. Aún se desconocen las 
causas del derrumbe, pero un informe 
realizado en 2005 por el Departamento 
de Transporte apuntaba a algunos 
problemas estructurales en el puente, 
de ocho carriles. 

“Todavía no hemos podido revisar 
los informes en detalle”, dijo Rybak. 

El Alcalde se reunió con la Secre- 
taria de Transporte de Estados Unidos, 
Mary Peters, y los representantes del 
Estado de Minnesota en el Congreso

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Víctimas de abuso policial piden mejor 
preparación para agentes de San José 


San José, CA (EFE) — Hace un año, Ascención Calderón y su 
sobrino Samuel Santana fueron víctimas de abuso a manos de policías 
de San José, contra quienes presentaron una demanda al tiempo que 
pidieron mejor preparación para los agentes. 

Calderón, dueño de tres localidades de venta de neumáticos en esta 
ciudad, relató que al salir de su trabajo con un nieto de 11 años el 30 de 
julio de 2006, vio que la policía detuvo a su sobrino Samuel. 

Por ayudarlo se acercó al oficial “atentamente” y le explicó que 
Santana era familiar suyo y que venían del mismo lugar de trabajo. 

“Retírese”, fue la respuesta que recibió y al dar la vuelta el mismo 
oficial comenzó a golpearlo por la espalda. Todo sucedió frente a su 
nieto que observaba desde la camioneta a corta distancia. 

Santana trató de auxiliar al empresario de 66 años pero otro oficial 
lo detuvo a punta de pistola y le roció gas pimienta en los ojos. 

Calderón dijo que pronto llegaron más oficiales y fue entonces 
cuando lo esposaron. No sin antes tomarle brazo derecho “y me lo 
torcieron tanto que yo pensé que me lo habían quebrado”. 

Una vez esposado, el empresario mexicano alega que los oficiales 
“me agarraron la cabeza y me golpearon varias veces contra el carro”. 
Debido a su traumática experiencia Calderón espera que ello “sirva 
para que el departamento de policía seleccione mejor a los agentes 
dentro su cuerpo”. 

A su juicio los agentes no están preparados para salir para tratar 
y proteger al ciudadano, “que no los manden a trabajar a la calle”, 
añadió. 

Tanto el comerciante como su sobrino entablaron una demanda 
contra la ciudad y el Departamento de Policía de San José por falso 
arresto, maltrato, asalto y violación de los derechos civiles. 

“Como ser humano creo que tengo derecho a mis respetos”, señaló 
Calderón, quien aclaró que busca “hacer justicia”, aunque no reveló la 
cantidad por la que demanda a las instituciones. 

A pesar de que la querella fue introducida por el abogado Michael 
Adams el pasado 20 de Junio “aún no hemos tenido una respuesta de 
parte de los demandados”, dijo Calderón. 

Sostuvo que es vergonzoso que en una ciudad como la “capital del 
Silicon Valley”, la ciudadanía tenga que sufrir experiencias similares 

“como la que pasó conmigo”. 

Este año ha sido “de nerviosismo, terror y dolor, porque aún no 
recupero mi salud”, dijo Calderón refiriéndose a su cuello y mano 
derecha todavía doloridos como consecuencia del abuso. 

En el pasado, se han expresado en foros públicos que entre la 
comunidad latina existen muchas personas que han sido víctimas de 
la violencia policiaca y que no se atreven a hablar. 

Calderón pide que hablen porque “si nosotros no les damos a saber 
que están haciendo mal su trabajo, no lo van a corregir”.<> 
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ACORN opposes USCIS new fee structure 


Immigrants eligible for citizenship may be priced out 


San Jose, CA — ACORN 
strongly opposes the new U.S. Citi- 
zenship and Immigration Services 
(USCIS) fee structure that places 
the American Dream out of reach 
for many qualified immigrants seek- 
ing to become American citizens. 
The new fees are effective July 30, 
2007. 

On Tuesday, May 29, USCIS 
announced that it had received 
nearly 4,000 comments on its pro- 
posed fee increase. Unfortunately, 
the agency stuck with its original 
proposal and consequently, under 
the new fee structure, an application 
for permanent residency (a “green 
card”) would increase from $325 
to $905, and a citizenship applica- 
tion would virtually double from 
$330 to $595. Numerous other fees, 
including fingerprinting, would also 
increase. 

“These fees are clearly pro- 
hibitive,”” said ACORN National 
President Maude Hurd. “They 
prevent working immigrants who 
are eligible and have played by the 
rules from completing the process of 
becoming citizens. This is clearly an 
obstacle in the path for immigrants 
to become citizens. We should be 
making it easier for these qualifying 
immigrants to become Americans 
— not harder.” 

As a grassroots, multi-racial 
organization, ACORN is calling on 
the USCIS to enhance fee waivers 
for working class immigrants and 
calling on Congress to roll back 
these fee increases, especially for N- 
400s (applications for citizenship), 
by providing adequate funding for 
USCIS. 

While the USCIS has raised 
fees before with the promise that 
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The application for permanent E would increase from $325 to $905. 
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such increases would result in faster 
processing times and enhancements 
in customer service, these improve- 
ments failed to materialize. A bet- 
ter approach, ACORN members 
say, is the Citizenship Promotion 
Act introduced by Senator Barack 
Obama (D-IL) and Congressman 
Luis Gutierrez (D-IL). 

The Citizenship Promotion 


Act would prohibit the USCIS from 
raising immigration service fees 
until the USCIS has studied and 
reported the need for the increases 
to Congress. The legislation also 
authorizes Congress to appropriate 
funds to the USCIS for the immigra- 
tion application process so that im- 
migrants are not forced to bear the 
entire cost of their application.<>

Los Ángeles (EFE) — 


Los jornaleros o “trabajadores 
por día” en California consti- 
tuyen sólo una pequeña por- 
ción de toda la fuerza laboral 
del estado, revela una inves- 
tigación dada a conocer por el 
Instituto de Política Pública de 
California (PPIC). 

“El número reducido de 
horas y el bajo número de 
trabajadores nos dicen que 
el mercado de jornaleros en 
California es realmente muy 
pequeño”, afirmó el autor del 
reporte Arturo González, in- 
vestigador del PPIC. 

Basado en información 
extraída de la encuesta nacio- 
nal de jornaleros realizada en 
2004, el análisis muestra que 
sólo cerca de 40,000 personas 
trabajan como jornaleros o 
buscan trabajo a. destajo cada 
día en California. El número 
representa el 3% del total de 


los trabajadores hombres in- 


documentados calculados en 
el estado y sólo el 0.2% del 
total de la fuerza laboral de 
California. 

Otro dato que González 
resalta en su investigación es 
que los jornaleros ganan sus- 
tancialmente mucho más del 
salario mínimo con un prome- 
dio de 11.32 dólares por hora. 
Sin embargo sólo trabajan un 
promedio de 23 horas sema- 


nales, aunque buscan trabajo - 


durante cinco días a la semana, 
por lo cual sus ingresos per- 
manecen en un nivel bajo. 


Según la investigación del Instituto de Política Pública de Cali- 
fornia, los jornaleros constituyen una pequeña porción de toda la 
fuerza laboral del estado.

California ha mostrado 
mayor interés que el resto del 
país en el tema de los jornale- 
ros. Por un lado, más de 50 
comunidades se han aprobado 
ordenanzas o tratado de aplicar 
leyes para eliminar o restringir 
las actividades de los traba- 
jadores por día. Por otra parte, 
muchas comunidades del esta- 
do han creado centros formales 
de los jornaleros pueden ser 
contratados. En 2004 operaban 
24 centros en California, en 
comparación con sólo 21 en 
el resto del país. De acuerdo 
con el informe, el trabajador 
por día promedio es hombre, 
de 34 años, soltero y con sólo 
siete años de escolaridad. 

El 68% de los jornaleros 
proviene de México, el 29% de 
otras partes de Latinoamérica 
y sólo el 3% ha nacido en 


Estados Unidos. El 80% de 
ellos trabajan en el estado sin 
documentación legal ni per- 
miso. Igualmente la mayoría de 
los jornaleros (84%) busca un 
trabajo permanente. Un 59% 
ha tenido un trabajo regular y 
un 17% tenía un trabajo regular 
al ser encuestados, utilizando 
el jornal como un ingreso 
adicional. 

Ante la pregunta por sobre 
la razón por la cual no podían 
encontrar . ; trabajo perma- 
nente, el 36% respondió que 
era indocumentado, mientras 
que el 22% alegó escasez de 
trabajo y el 17% señaló la falta 
de conocimiento del inglés o de 
habilidades laborales.

Los Angeles (EFE) — El Concejo 
de la ciudad de Los Ángeles renovó una 
recompénsa de 50,000 dólares por infor- 
mación que conduzca al arresto de los 
pandilleros que figuran en la lista de los 
“10 más buscados” del Departamento de 
Policía (LAPD). - : 

La lista forma parte de una nueva 
estrategia en la lucha contra las pandillas 
declarada conjuntamente por autoridades 
locales y federales en el mes de febrero. 
"Contrario a la política anterior, que 
consistía en no publicar nombres de 
pandilleros ni de pandillas, la nueva ini- 
ciativa señaló los 11 grupos considerados 
como los más peligrosos del condado y 
los 10 pandilleros más buscados por las 
autoridades. 

De la primera lista publicada en 
febrero, cinco de ellos ya fueron arresta- 
dos. El listado actual incluye al menos a 
siete latinos. 

La lista actualizada comprende a 
Fernando Araujo de la pandilla Canoga 
Park Alabama; Eric Robert “Lil? Man” 
Cahuex de Magician's Club; Merced 
Cambero Jr. de Calle Avenues; Alejan- 
dro “Chongo” Campos de Crazy Riders; 
Soperry “Baby Face” Chea de Van Nuys 
Asian Boyz; Rodolfo Díaz de 38th Street; 
Dennis Arnold Figueroa de Al Capones; 
Oscar Enriques Flores de San Fers; Dion 
Durell Hayes de Swan's y Mario Lemus 
de la pandilla Rancho San Pedro. 

También, Thomas P. O'Brien, asis-

Houston (EFE) — Undocu- 


mented Hispanic day laborers say 


that while exploitation by employers 
is getting worse, they are afraid to 
seek legal remedies for fear of being 
deported. On the streets of Houston, 
the sixth-largest city in the United 
States considered a “sanctuary” for 
the undocumented because police 
do not go after them, this situation 
is becoming more common by the 
day. 

“A contractor took me to work 
at a moving company and later paid 
me $380. He owed me money. 1 
called him, but he never answered 
the phone,” said a worker who usu- 
ally seeks work in south Houston. 

A growing number of com- 
plaints about such practices have 
been registered in the Texas city. In 
2004, the U.S. Labor Department 
office in Houston received 172 
complaints for failure to pay, with 
that number rising to 371 in 2005 
and 842 in 2006. ~ 

The Labor Department also 
found that late or unpaid fees 
totaled some $2.9 million in the 
Houston area in fiscal year 2006, 
which ended last Sept. 30. Despite 
the fact that even an illegal worker 
has the right to file a complaint with 
the Labor Department, the majority 
of day laborers do not report abuses 


* for fear of being deported or because 


the legal process for obtaining com- 
pensation is long and costly. 

“That way is really more dif- 
ficult because you have to, first, 
pay the court costs, which are ap-

Santiago (EFE) — More 
than 500 state-owned properties 
were used for detention centers 
and torture sites during the 1973- 
90 dictatorship of the late Augusto 
Pinochet, according to a report by 
the National Assets Ministry. 

The land registry sought to 
open up and disseminate infor- 
mation about the use made of 
the properties between Sept. 11, 
1973, and March 10, 1990, to 
violate human rights, according 
to Minister Romy Schmidt, who 
said that the idea was to identify 
the locations of the centers, as 
well as the administration of the 
sites both during those years and 
currently. 

He emphasized that the land 
registry was not seeking to “stig- 
matize properties, but rather to 
preserve a painful part of our 
historical memory.”

that it's necessary to care for and 
strengthen democracy, and to hand 
over a legacy to new generations,” 
he said. 

The study was supported by 
entities such as the Human Rights 
Program of the Interior Ministry, 
the Presidential Advisory Com- 
mittee on human rights policies, 
the National Monuments Council 
and the Directorate of Libraries, 
Archives and Museums, among 
others. 

According to the Commis- 
sion on Political Imprisonment 
and Torture, 27,255 Chileans 
were tortured during the Pinochet 
regime, which employed the prac- 
tice “as a state policy.” 

The Rettig Report in 1991 
certified the human rights viola- 
tions committed during the dicta- 
torship and established that during 
the 17 years of the military regime 
some 3,200 murders and 1,200 
disappearances were carried out 
by the security forces.

Panamá (EFE) — El Frente 
57 de las Fuerzas Armadas Revolu- 
cionarias de Colombia (FARC) no 
ve cercano el intercambio humani- 


tario de los 45 policías, soldados y _ 


políticos que esa guerrilla mantiene 
secuestrados, por unos 500 rebeldes 
encarcelados. 

Así lo manifestaron los líderes 
guerrilleros “Becerro” y “Pablo” 
de las FARC en una entrevista con 
el diario panameño La Prensa, que 
publica sus declaraciones en las 
selvas del Chocó colombiano. 

El gesto realizado por el Presi- 
dente colombiano, Álvaro Uribe, 
de liberar a unas decenas de guerri- 
lleros y a Rodrigo Granda, conocido 
como el “canciller” de las FARC, 
es interpretado por el comandante 
“Becerro” como “una estupidez”. 

“Becerro”, el comandante que 
controla el Frente 57, que cubre la 
frontera colombiana con Panamá, en 
la zona llamada Tapón del Darién, 


explicó que “excepto Granda, el 


resto (de los liberados) son deser- 
tores o delincuentes comunes”. 

“Eso no nos compromete”, 
sostuvo “Becerro”. 

La muerte de once de los doce 
diputados regionales que las FARC 
tenía secuestrados y que, según el 
gobierno colombiano, fueron “vil- 
mente asesinados”, ha aumentado la 


incertidumbre sobre el futuro de los 
demás rehenes que están en manos 
de ese grupo rebelde. 

La jefatura de las FARC en el 
suroeste de Colombia informó, en 
un comunicado publicado en una 
página de internet cercana a ese 
grupo, que los políticos perdieron 
la vida el pasado 18 de junio en 
el “fuego cruzado” con “un grupo 
militar sin identificar”. 

El Departamento Adminis- 
trativo de Seguridad de Colombia 
(DAS, servicio de inteligencia) 
afirma que los diputados regionales 
murieron en un cruce de fuego entre 
dos grupos de las FARC. 

Los diputados fueron se- 
cuestrados el 11 de abril de 2002 
en uha operación a plena luz del día 
en la Asamblea Departamental del 
Valle del Cauca, en la ciudad de Cali 
(suroeste), y estaban en una lista de 
56 rehenes que la guerrilla pretende 
canjear por más de medio millar de 
rebeldes presos.

Fox criticized Kirchner over

Actualice las vacunas de sus hijos 
antes del regreso a clases

Atlanta (EFE) — Con el 
regreso a la escuela aumentan las 
posibilidades de contagio de enfer- 
medades que podrían evitarse con 
una vacuna, por ello los Centros para 
el Control y la Prevención de Enfer- 
medades (CDC) instan a los padres 
a poner al día las inmunizaciones 
de sus hijos. 

Pese a que en Estados Unidos 
la cobertura de inmunización de 
enfermedades que se pueden preve- 
nir con vacunas es uno de los más 
altos a nivel mundial, muchas de 
estas aún no han sido erradicadas 
por completo. 

Y son los más pequeños, debido 
a que sus sistema inmunológico está 
en desarrollo, quienes están más 
expuestos, advierten los CDC. 

Al menos un millón de bebés 
menores de dos años no están pro- 
tegidos contra alguna de las 14 en- 
fermedades que se pueden prevenir 
con vacunas en Estados Unidos, y 
esto los pone en mayor riesgo de ser 
contagiados por hermanos mayores, 
parientes o compañeros de juego en 
la época escolar, según los CDC. 

Es por ello que las autoridades 
enfatizan la importancia de que los 
padres y proveedores de salud to- 
men medidas antes de que empiecen 
las clases, especialmente entre los 
menores hispanos, ya que uno de 
cada cuatro niños latinos menores 
de 3 años no está totalmente inmu- 
nizado. 

“Las vacunas no sólo ayudan 
a proteger á los niños para que no 
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sufran enfermedades potencial- 
mente graves, sino que también con- 
tribuyen a proteger a comunidades 
enteras mediante la prevención y la 
reducción de la propagación de las 
enfermedades infecciosas”, declaró 
Anne Schuchat, Cirujana General 
Auxiliar de los Servicios de Salud 
de Estados Unidos. 

“Nuestra meta es que cada niño 
esté inmunizado a tiempo y todo el 
tiempo a los 2 años de edad”, añadió 
en un comunicado la funcionaria. 

Las autoridades, asimismo, 
instan a que los niños más grandes, 
los adolescentes y los adultos tam- 
bién refuercen periódicamente sus 
defensas contra enfermedades que 
pueden prevenirse con vacunas 
para evitar convertirse en focos de 
contagio. 

Los CDC recomiendan consul- 
tar con su médico o con la oficina 
local del Departamento de Salud de 
Estados Unidos para saber cuáles 
vacunas puede necesitar reforzar o 
adónde acudir para vacunarse. 

De acuerdo con el Programa 
de Vacunas para Niños de los CDC 
(VFC, por sus siglas en inglés), todo 
menor debe ser vacunado contra 
la difteria, hepatitis A y B, gripe, 
sarampión, paperas, tos ferina, 
polio, varicela, tétanos, meningo- 
encefalitis, rubeola, rotavirus y 
enfermedad neumocócica.

Choosing the right after-school program 


MS — These days, more 
households than ever before 
feature two working parents. 
Seemingly gone forever are the 
days when dad left for work in the 


. morning and mom stayed home 


taking care of the kids. While U.S. 
Census Bureau statistics suggest 
that the percentage of two-in- 
come households has remained 
relatively steady throughout the 
current decade, with around 35 
million households earning two 
incomes, that's still a large num- 
ber of homes departing from 
the now mythical notion of one 
parent working while the other 
stays home. 

Such a departure has placed 
a greater emphasis on finding 
the right after-school program 
for kids. Not all after-school 
programs are the same, and some 
are far more beneficial than oth- 
ers. Though price understandably 
comes into play for many parents, 
the following things should be 
considered as well. 

* Quality of staff: A worth- 
while after-school program will 
boast a qualified staff of expe- 
rienced professionals. Staffers 
at after-school programs should 
not be just overpaid babysit- 
ters. Instead, inquire about what 
types of training and education 
the staff has had. In addition to 
qualifications, ask about program 
enrollment and the ratio of staff 
to children. A ratio that is too 
great will reduce the effectiveness 
of the staff, regardless of their 
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A good after-school program should encourage a child to continue learning 


even after the school day has ended.

* Location: How close is the 
program to where you work?

* Curriculum: Some after- 
school programs provide a cur- 
riculum that includes trips to 
museums, zoos or local parks.

Also, certain programs 
work with local schools to make 
sure kids are on the right track with 
their studies and homework. 

* Food: Kids tend to get hun- 
gry once the school day has ended.

Look for a 
program that offers healthy snacks 
and beverages, as opposed to one 
that provides food such as potato 
chips and soda.
